the transport conveniences so indispensable under the conditions 
which prevail at present in San Francisco. 
Therefore, we decline 


to print fulminations on either side calculated to stir passion and 
provoke strife. 
Clear-headed men are laboring unselfishly to adjust 


the differences between the United Railroads and the company's 
striking employes, and their efforts should not be hampered by hot- 
headed, intemperate denunciation which can only render an adjust-' 
ment more difficult. .It is all-important to all classes in San Fran- 
cisco that the strike should be settled as speedily as possible, and 
without- violent collision.
